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IV. LEAGUE OF jJATIONS 


League Meetings in London. 

During the first week in February, the League of Nations Sub- 
Committee on Ports and Maritime Navigation met in London under the Chair- 
manshiv of Sir Norman Hall. This Sub-Committee works in connection with 
the Advisory and Technical Commission fcr Communications and Transit. 

The three main items on the agenda dealt with 

(a) Pronosals for a conference to unify the lighting of coasts and 
buoys ; 

(b) Methods of imynroving combined transnort between maritime navigation 
and other means of transvort; 

.c) A pronosal for establishing a centre of documentation on all 
transvort matters. 

Another imrortant League mecting is commencing its session in London 
on Fepruary 14th. A special Sub-Committee of the Council has been ap»roint- 
ed to discuss Article XI cf the Covenant, which deals with threats of war. 
The object is to find means of snecding-un the League's machinery in time 
of crisis, and the discussions will doubtless have an effect on the 
coming Disarmament Conference. The Chairman of the Committee is 
Viscount Cecil. 

Or. Sebruary ~lst, another of the League's interchanges of Public 
Health personnel will begin in London. 


Civil Aviation and Aerial Armaments. 

It will be remembered that, when the League of Nations' Preparatory 
Committers for the Disarmament Conference issued its renort, one of the 
points on which agreement had not been reached was the questicn of civil 
aviation. <A snecial Committee has just concluded a sitting at Brussels, 
at which this difficult problem was thrashed out. Considerable differ- 
ence of oninion was evident among the delegates as to the possibdility of 
keeping senarate the civil and military aspects of aviation. Before tne 
meeting concluded, resolutions were passed urging that States should allow 
Civil aviaticn to develon along its own lines, and that military considera~. 
tions should not be allowed to infiuence the construction of passenger 
"planes and air routes. It is clear, however, the whole problem will 
nrove a knotty one for the Disarmament Conference. 


Britain and the Zight-Hour Day. 

At the mecting of the Governing Body of the Internationai Labour 
Office at Geneva, the question of Great Britain's attitude towards the 
ratification of the Eight-Hour Day Convention was discussed with consider- 
able vigour. <A statement by Mr Humbert Wolf, the British Government 
Representative, to the effect that the coal stonnage had prevented action, 
was challenged by the workers. The matter is to be raised again at the 
International Labour Conference in May.
